11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate ten dollars for care of the common, and making any 
necessary repairs on same. 


12. To hear the reports of agents and auditors and 
pass any vote relating thereto.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


The time has arrived when by custom it becomes our 
duty to submit a report of our doings in school matters for 
the year. 


We have been obliged during the year to hire seven 
new teachers and in two instances upon very short notice. 
We have been as fortunate in securing the services of good 
teachers as could be expected when we take into considera- 
tion the fact that we were obliged in most cases to hire in- 
experienced teachers. They have, we think, all been con- 
sciencious in their work, although in one or two cases they 
have lacked that intuitive ability to impart their knowledge 
to others, which we think is an attribute absolutely neces- 
sary to become a good teacher. Among those scholars who 
have been regular in their attendance at school the progress 
has been very good. It has been the effort of your School 
Board to have the reasoning faculties of the children de- 
veloped, and the knowledge imparted of a thorough nature. 


The greatest evil we have had to combat has been 
those parents who upon one pretense or another have kept 
their children out of school or allowed them to be irregular 
in their attendance. 

They are not only doing their own children an irrepar- 
able injury, but they are doing a wrong to every other 
person’s child in the whole town by impairing the efficiency 
of the schools and hindering the class to which their child 
belongs. 


Among the many reasons given for keeping children 


41. 


out of school are three of which we wish to speak. In four 


instances which have come under our immediate notice, the 
reason given, when asked why their boy or girl was not in 
school, was, “I found my child was not learning anything 
and did not like the teacher sol thought I might as well 
let him, or her, stay at home.” , 


Now in these cases would it not have been better to 
have accompanied the child to school one or more days and 
found out, if possible, the reason they were not making the 
progress they ought, and when you had found the reason, if 
it lay in the school, go to those in authority and have the 
fault corrected if it could be, and (as we have no doubt in 
some of the cases the fault lay in the child) co-operate with 
the teacher in correcting the fault, and thereby help instead 
of hinder the school board and the teacher in their work. 


Another reason was that they must keep their boy out 
to work, thereby doing the boy a permanent injury for the 
paltry amount he could earn. These people either reason 
wrongly or they do not have the interest of their child at 
heart. But the most unreasonable reason of all was that 
the teacher did not have education enough to teach their 
child. This reason requires no comment from us. We mere- 
ly mention it to show what futile reasons people will give 
for keeping their children from school. 


We are convinced from my experience of the last year 
that a more rigid enforcement of the law with relation to 
truants is necessary. We have yet to hear from a parent 
whose child attended school regularly who is not satisfied 
with the schools. We have during the year tried a plan 
of classification accompanied by an occasional written ex- 
amination, which we are convinced has been of benefit to the 
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schools and which we think should be followed up and im- 
proved upon until we have reached as near the graded sys- 
tem as it is practical to go without a High school. In all 
eases which have been brought before the School Board for 
action the decisions have been unanimous, thus making our 
work together harmonious and pleasant.
